On the twenty- third of December, though 
the witneſſes ſwear the twenty-fourth, one of the men had 
loſt a bottle of rum, and I was informed the deceaſed had 
taken and drank it; at the ſame time William Waum came 
to me, and complained he had loſt a npte, and believed that 
Kenith Hoſſack, the deceaſed, had ſtole it, though he denies 
-he ſaid ſo now ; upon which 1 called the deceaſed upon deck, 
to examine him, and found he was ſo drunk he was ſcarce 
able to ſtand ; therefore I ordered him to be tied to the rails of 
the ſhip till he was ſober, for if he had gone down to his ca - 
- bin he would have got more rum, and ſo endangered his life, 
he having been ſick with drinking before. The rails are not 
above breaſt high. The deceaſed being a comical fellow, I 
took a bit of-rope, and flouriſhed it three times round, gave 
him a ſtroke or two upon the breech, not ſo hard as to hurt 
him, more than I do this book, (ſtriking his hand gently on 
the log-book that lay on the bar).

Matthew Burton, overſeer of the pariſh of Tring, hearing 
it cried at Winſlow, Leighton-Buzzafd, and Hamel-Hemp- 
ſtead, on the ſeveral. market days, that a man and woman 
were to be ducked at Tring, on Monday the twenty-ſecond of 
April, and being informed that the two people were John 
Oſborne, and Ruth, his wife, he ſent them to the work 
” houſe, believing them to be honeſt, to prevent it. How- 
ever, on the twenty-ſecond, a large number of people. af- 
ſembled together, to the amount of 5000, or more, at Tring, 
and declared revenge on Oſborne, and wife, as a witch and 
wizard: they pulled down a large wall belonging to the work- 
houſe, and the windows, and window frames. 
« Jonathan Tomkins, maſter of the work-houſe, in order to

John Swan, and Elizabeth Jeffryes were found, by the jury, 
guilty of the murder, and they received ſentence of death | 
accordingly. - 
The day after their conviction, Miſs Jeffryes made a con- 
feſfion, that what Matthews kad ſworn was true, except that 
part of his being in the houſe at the time the piſtol went off; 
and that ſhe had had the murder in her thoughts for two years 
laſt paſt, but never had a proper opportunity of getting it exe- 
cuted before, until ſhe engaged and perſuaded Swan; and, 
together with Swan, ſhe offered Matthews money to execute 
it, who agreed to do it: that upon the night the murder was 
committed, it was agreed between Swan and her, that they 
ſhould both go up to their chambers, as if they were going to 
bed, and as ſooh as the maid had locked her door, and was 
ſuppoſed to be in bed, Miſs Jeffryes came out of her room to 
Swzn's, and ſaid, ** Hollo! are you awake! he anſwered, 
6 Ves; and he was not undreſſed.

Between ſeven and eight o'clock in the evening, he came to 
an ale-houſe in that town, in a very great heat, and ſweating, - 
and drank à mug of ale. After that, he. went to another 
ale-houſe at the end of the town, directly the reverſe to the.

Wantage market 
in a body, from whence he removed to Hounſlow town, 
where having. married, he ſtaid about five weeks. On the 
21ſt of, February laſt, he ſet out from thence, and having 
ſtole a hotſe out of a field on one ſide of the town, he rode 
to Smallbury-Green turnpike. He called to have the gate 
opened, got off his horſe, and went into the houſe to warm 


bhimſelf. He fat there a while, and talked with the man.

_ May, and brought a young woman with him. On the Mon- 
, day following, he ſaid he was going to be married to her, 
| and if he was not he ſhould be crazy. He aſked me to go 
with them to the corner of Fleet-Lane to be married. They 
left a box at my houſe, and returned again ſoon after. He 
s 17 years of age, and ſhe 22, as they ſaid. - They went to 
bed about a quarter after ten on Sunday night. There was a 
woman that lay on the ſame floor, came down flairs and fol- 
lowed the priſoner, between two and three on Monday morn- 
ing, who came into my room, awaked me, and ſaid, the pri- 
ſoner told her he had killed his wife.

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Thomas Wilford was juſt arrived to the ſeventeenth year of 
his age, and born in Biſhopſgate-ſtreet. His parents were not 
in circumſtances to give him education ; and being born only 
with one hand, he was not fit for any trade, he was ſent to 


the workhouſe at Fulham to be taken care of. When he was 


about ſix years old, he was admitted there in right of his 
grandfather, who ſerved his time at Fulbam, as did alſo his 
father ro his grandfather, . 

Being admitted here, he was put to ſchool, and as he grew 
ſtronger, he was put to fetch water for the uſe of the work- 
houſe, and run of errands for gentlemen and others in the 
town. By theſe means he was kept from idleneſs, and got. 
ſome pence now and then, and always bore the character of a 
quiet, inoffenſive, honeſt lad, till his acquaintance with the 
woman he murdered. * 72 

About ſix months ago, the deceaſed, Sarah Williams, was 
taken into the ſaid work-houſe, being paſſed thither from St. 
Gyles's in the Fields, to which pariſh ſhe was obliged to apply 
for relief, having- contracted the foul diſeaſe, by the vicious 
courſe of life ſhe had followed, being one of the lewdeſt wo- 
men in that quarter of the town. It was in the ſaid work- 
bouſe the unhappy ſufferer renewed his acquaintance with her, 
they baving been neighbours children, and intimate 'in their 
youth. They immediately, on this ſecond meeting, conceived 
a ſtrong fancy for each other, and delighted in each others 
company. This intimacy increaſing — day, about a month 
ago, he ſaid, they agreed to take each others words for a 
while, till they had an opportunity of marrying. And their 
intimacy was now grown ſuch, that he could no longer with- 
ſtand her frequent ſolicitations to matrimony ; his own paſ- 
fion inclined himto it, and the day was fixed to leave the work- 
houſe, and to go and be married, and ſet themſelves out in the 
world. He had, during the eleven years he had been in the 
workhouſe, ſaved up twelve ſhillings. out of the half-pence, 
and pence that had been given him for his labour. He then 
acquainted the overſeers with his and the deceaſed's intentions 
of leaving the houſe, and entering into matrimony ; and they, 
to encourage this young couple, underſtanding that the wo- 
man had been uſed to deal in fruit, filh, &c. advanced forty 
ſhillings, with which Wilford and the deceaſed purpoſed to 
buy things in the markets, and ſell them about the ſtreets.

At length he threw her down, 
upon which ſhe ſtruggled and cried out, but he kept her down 
with his ſtump arm, and with the other he cut her as ſhe lay 
on the floor, on the left ſide of the neck, and continued cut- 


ting till ſne moved no more, which, he ſaid, was a conſider- 


able time, till he had cut more than half round her neck. 
When he had done, and found her move no more, he threw 
the knife into the window, and opening the door, was going 
down ftairs, not, he ſaid, to make an eſcape, but with de- 
ſign to tell the landlord what he had done; but the woman 
who lay in the next room called out, Who's there?
